y Please cancel claims 18 and 19 without prejudice. 

REMARKS 

Applicants have studied the Office Action dated February 25, 2003. Claims 18 and 19 have 
been canceled without prejudice. Reconsideration and allowance of the pending claims in view of 
the above amendments and the following remarks are respectfully requested. 

In response to the restriction requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121, Applicants provisionally 
elect for continued prosecution of the Group I claims (i.e., claims 1-17) drawn to a method of 
fabricating a semiconductor substrate. Thus, Applicants request examination of claims 1-17. 

To advance the prosecution of the apphcation, claims 1 8 and 1 9 have been canceled without 
prejudice or disclaimer. Applicants expressly reserve the right to file a divisional application with 
respect to these claims at a later date.
